1 . The proposed amendment filed 03/08/04 will not be entered because it raises new issues 
that would require further consideration and search. 

2. The amendment does not comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.121(c) because it 
does not list all the claims with the status identifiers. 

3. , Applicant's arguments are directed to the proposed amendment, and are therefore not 
addressed. Applicant is advised that the newly proposed amendment is not new matter after 
careful consideration of Applicant's clarification in the response filed 03/08/04, and page 8 of 
the specification. It appears that the error was made in the original specification, in the statement 
that the high index top layer has a conductivity of at least 400 ohms/square. Ohm/square is 
actually a unit of sheet resistance, the inverse of conductivity. The specification should state that 
the high index top layer has a sheet resistance of less than 400 ohms/square. When the term 
"sheet resistance" is substituted for the term "conductivity" in claim 18, substantial conductivity 
of the high index top layer is indeed possible as stated in the specification (page 18, lines 1-4).
